The 
cartridge failed to explode, and Lavin, 
dropping the smoking weapon, secured 
a razor from his own room and 
slashed his throat, severing the main 
artery. He expired a few minutes 
later. Sarman was taken to the Emer- 
gency Hospital for treatment but is not 
expected to live.

DOCTORS TESTIFY. 
MAN STRIPS IN COURT. 
George M. Chenoweth stripped to the 
waist in Judge Houser's court yester- 
day that the jurors in his $26,595 dam- 
age sult against the Pacific Electric 
and the Salt Lake Railroad companies, 
might see for themselves the precice 
condition of his alleged injured shoul- 
der joint. 


— When counsel for the defense sug- 


gested that Chenoweth strip, the ob- 
jection was made that there were la- 
dies present. The court remarked, 
“they may do as they see fit about | 
retiring,” and the three women among | 
the spectators at once left. 

Chenoweth's right shoulder appeared 
higher than the left upon exhibition, 
and his upper arm seemed bruised and 
discolored. This was due, his counsel 
and physicians sajd, to the extreme 
manipulation to Which he had been 
subjected, while under the influence of 
anaesthetics, by Drs. Carl and Joseph 
Kurtz, and Dr. Shurtleff. for the 
plaintiff, and Drs. Bryant, Beckett and 
Cochran, representing the traction cor- 
porations. 

Dr. Car! Kurtz and Dr. Joseph Kurtz 
both testified that Chenoweth’'s shou!- 
der ts in far worse condition since the 
manipulation of his arm by the physt- 
cians that it has ever before been, since 
his accident. The physicians admitted 
that the arm was manipulated without 
apparent stiffness, but said that as he 
began to recover consciousness, ho 
groaned at the movements. They were 
of opinion that he suffers from an in- 
jury to his shoulder joint, but admitted 
that they found greater freedom of 
movement in his arm than they had 
expected, although they still think se- 
rious trouble from neurosis probable. 

Dr. F. C. Sfiurtieff admitted that the 
day he examined Chenoweth before the 
trial, the man could not raise his hand 
as high as he has since raised it in 
the courtroom. He said that Cheno- 
weth suffers from stiffening of the 
shoulder joint. 

Drs. E. A. Bryant, W. W. Beckett 
and Guy Cochran, representing the de- 
fendants, testified that when Cheno- 
weth was under chloroform they ma- 
nipulated his arm in all directions and 
could discover no rigidity that made 
it lees free of movement than the man's 
other arm. They sald that they think 
his trouble in moving his arm is gue to 
Muscular stiffness rather than to any 


chronic weakening or affection of the
